An  important  part  of  Edmonton's 
heritage  is  being  recovered  by  a  group 
of  dedicated  volunteers  in  the  Edmonton 
Radial  Railway  Society. 

The  Society  was  established  in  1980 
to  acquire,  restore  and  operate  some 
former  Edmonton  streetcars.  Streetcars 
operated  in  the  city  from  1908  until 
1951,  but  in  the  rush  to  convert  the 
system  to  buses,  none  of  the  streetcars 
were  preserved.  Many  of  the  cars  became 
summer  cottages,  chicken  coops  or  were 
simply  broken  up  for  scrap. 

With  a  major  grant  from  the 
Province's  75th  Anniversary  funding 
and  a  three-way  agreement  between 
the  City  of  Edmonton,  Fort  Edmonton 
Historical  Foundation  and  the  Society, 
a  car  barn  and  workshop  were  built,  ten 
of  the  streetcar  bodies  were  rescued 
and  a  mile  long  track  was  laid  in  Fort 
Edmonton  Park. 

Daily  streetcar  service,  operated 


entirely  by  Society  members,  was 
instituted  for  the  summer  season  of 
1984  and  has  continued  to  the  present 
day.  In  1988,  the  Society's  fifty  members 
put  in  over  8000  volunteer  hours  in 
restoration,  maintenance  and 
motorman  duties,  and  127,000 
passengers  enjoyed  the  experience  of 
riding  on  Edmonton's  former  streetcars. 

Two  streetcars  have  now  been 
restored  and  a  third  one  will  likely  be 
ready  this  summer.  For  funding  the 
Society  has  received  Special  Initiative 
Grants  from  the  Alberta  Museums 
Association  over  the  years. 

Future  plans  call  for  a  possible 
extension  of  the  line  outside  the  Park  to 
Fox  Drive  (with  assistance  from  the 
City's  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department).  Restoration  of  other  cars 
will  continue  and  it  is  hoped  one  carbody 
will  be  converted  into  an  interpretive 
walk-through  museum.

Amongst  Our  Most 
Prized  Possessions 

Photogfaphs  rank  highly  amongst 
our  most  prized  possessions  and  with 
good  reason.  They  evoke  powerful 
memories  and  preserve  likenesses  of 
landscapes,  loved  ones  and  landmarks 
in  our  lives.  People  are  concerned  with 
the  ongoing  preservation  of  photographs 
from  fire  and  other  disasters,  from 
extreme  temperature  and  humidity, 
atmospheric  pollutants,  biological 
agents,  light  damage,  and  the  worst 
cause  of  deterioration,  careless 
handling.  There  are  some  simple 
procedures  and  safe  storage  materials 
which  will  contribute  to  the  longevity  of 
these  treasures. 

Suitable  containers  and  minimizing 
fluctuations  of  temperatures  and 
humidity  (maximum  temperature  of 
20°C  and  relative  humidity  of  50%)  can 
slow  hydrolysis  of  cellulose  molecules 
in  paper,  commonly  called  acid 
deterioration.  Protection  from  visible 
light  and  ultra-violet  radiation, 
especially  from  sunlight  and  fluorescent 
lamps,  will  prevent  unnecessary  fading. 

Polyester  sleeves  will  protect 
photographic  prints  while  permitting 
examination  and  handling  without  the 
transfer  of  damaging  oils  from  hands. 
These  sleeves  also  afford  some  support 
to  fragile  prints.  Negatives  should  be 


stored  in  acid  free  paper  envelopes  which 
prevent  scratching  which  may  occur  if 
polyester  sleeves  (with  their  typical 
static  charge)  are  used.  Paper  sleeves 
allow  negatives  to  breathe.  This  may  be 
especially  important  with  older 
negatives,  particularly  nitrate 
negatives,  which  release  gases 
damaging  to  the  image  and  base  of 
negatives. 

Much  of  our  photographic  heritage 
has  been  needlessly  destroyed  when 
quantities  of  still  picture  negatives  were 
disposed  of  for  fear  of  fire.  While  still 
picture  nitrate  negatives  may  damage 
other  materials  in  proximity,  the  fire 
scare  is  unwarranted.  These  negatives 
should  be  printed  and  stored  apart  from 
other  collections. 

Most  damage  to  photographs  results 
from  uninformed  handling:  writing  in 
ink  on  the  surface  or  verso  of  prints, 
mounting  with  transparent  tape  or 
unsafe  glues,  and  casual  handling  of 
delicate  prints,  negatives  and 
transparencies.  Cotton  gloves  should 
be  worn  when  handling  valuable 
photographs. 

Photographic  preservation  is  a 
complex  subject.  However,  there  are 
numerous  publications  and  help 
available  at  libraries,  museums  and 
archives  throughout  the  province. 

Alberta's  archives  hold  an  estimated 
2,200,000  photographs  (Alberta 
Archives  Council,  Alberta  Archives 
Needs  Assessment  and  Planning  Study 
Report.  1988.)  As  a  result.  Alberta 
archives  have  developed  a  high  level  of 
expertise  in  photographic  preservation 
which  they  are  most  willing  to  share 
with  others  interested  in  preserving 
their  photographic  materials.

Death  of  "Mr.  Lethbridge" 


The  sudden  death  of  noted 
Lethbridge  historian,  Alex  Johnston, 
on  April  12th,  was  a  great  loss  to  the 
province  and  especially  to  Lethbridge, 
where  he  lived  and  worked  for  many 
years. 

Born  in  Webb,  Saskatchewan,  he 
received  his  B.S.A.  and  M.  Sc.  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Saskatchewan 
and  the  University  of  Montana 
respectively.  Except  for  foreign 
assignments  in  Pakistan  and  Kenya,  he 
spent  his  professional  career  as  a  range 
ecologist  at  the  Canada  Agriculture 
Research  Station  at  Lethbridge. 

A  published  author  of  200  scientific 
and  miscellaneous  papers,  he  retired  in 
December,  1980,  devoting  himself  to  a 
lifetime  avocation,  the  study  of  local 
and  regional  history.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  historical  articles  and  such 
books  as  Lethbridge:  A  Centennial 
History  (1985)  and  Lethbridge:  A 
Century  of  Fire  Fighting  (1986).  At  the 
time  of  his  death,  he  was  to  be  honored 
at  a  special  book  launching  ceremony 
for  his  latest  publication,  Lethbridge: 
Its  Coal  Industry  (1989). 

A  receiver  of  the  Alberta  Order  of 
Excellence,  Dr.  Johnston  received  many 
other  awards  for  his  distinguished 
service  in  historical,  agricultural, 
citizenship  and  academic  areas  and  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Kainai 
Chieftainship  of  the  Blood  Indian  tribe, 
with  the  name  "Sotaina"  or  Rainy  Chief.
